The probability th a t Hitler's 
loyalists 
can 
deal 
with military revolt does not secure them from civil­ 
ian collapse. 
This is 
the 
momentous 
possibility 
brought into focus by the reported attem pt to assas­ 
sinate Hitler and the subsequent purge of unfriendly 
officers. 
W hatever may be the real truth of the m atter— 
and we may be sure th a t the German radio won't In­ 
tentionally disclose it 
the impact on civilians of un­ 
rest and lass of confidence in the arm y will be trem ­ 
endous. 
Many observers agree that there is slight 
prospect of civilian collapse as long as the arm y re­ 
mains united and confident. It is the people’s source 
of strength and Inspiration. 
Until It begins to crum ­ 
ble, civilians will .survive to m atch its morale. Just as 
civilians do in all countries; 
In World war I. m ilitary mutiny pulled th e key­ 
stone out of the Germ an war arch. Until m utiny came 
to a head at Kiel and thereafter dispersed iself like 
an infection into inlantf cities, 
G erm any's 
civilian 
population continued to believe in victory. 
But when 
the evidence of m ilitary collapse no longer could be 
concealed, civilians took their cue promptly.

Inventor Charles L. W ainw right 
of M artinsdale says 
he 
got the 
idea from years of trapping. 
Like Bibyele Pump 
He calls it simply: “the W ain­ 
wright coyote gun." 
T he gun looks like a bicycle pump. 
It is a rolled steel cylinder nine 
indies long, with a* compensating 
spring near the head which gives it 
a flexibility allowing livestock and 
hum ans to step on it w ithout d is­ 
charging it. A harpoon* anchor at 
the other end of the gun prevents 
it from being dislodged from tim 
ground. 
At the business end is a shell 
cham ber 
and 
firing 
mechanism 
which holds a cartridge resembling 
i sm all shotgun shell, detonated 
>n the same principle. 
The cartridge’s 
lethal 
mixture 
is potassium 
cyanide 
and phos­ 
phorus propelled by a small powder 
charge. 
•I insert the gun into the ground, 
covering the attached cartridge and 
■orked m echanism w ith rabbit fur— 
ill of which Is then sealed with 
paraffin to kill any hum an scent," 
ays W ainwright "I attach the bait- 
covered shell to the firing slot and 
take it off safety. Then I apply a 
scent 'th e form ula is a secret) with 
a brut h. 
■ Should livestock step on or nub­ 
ble the booby trap, the com pensat­ 
ing spring bends, preventing dis­ 
charge. It takes the hungry yank 
of a coyote’s teeth to do the trick 
Gets Poison 
W hen a coyote edges up to the 
gun and grabs for the scented fur, 
he gets a th ro atful of poison. He 
may fall then or w ithin 200 yards."
